SUBJECT: JOINT COMMITTEE SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY: SECOND 
ROUND POSTDOCTORAL FELLOWSHIPS AND TRAVEL GRANTS 

1 . SUMMARY: FOLLOWING A MEETING ON MARCH 30 OF THE 
SPANISH SIDE OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE FOR SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION, SPANISH COCHAIRMAN MANUEL 
BARROSO HAS SENT A LETTER TO ASSISTANT SECRETARY 

PATSY T. MINK, US COCHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE, REQUESTING 
US APPROVAL OF A NEW ROUND OF FELLOWSHIP AND TRAVEL 
GRANTS AND OF THE FUNDS TO SUPPORT IT. SPANISH WISH TO 
PUBLISH ANNOUNCEMENT IMMEDIATELY. END SUMMARY. 

2. INFORMAL EMBASSY TRANSLATION OF TEXT OF LETTER AND 
OF THE ANNOUNCEMENT (CONVOCATORIA) ENCLOSED IN THE 
LETTER FOLLOWS: "TAKING AS ITS BASE THE EXPERIENCE 
OBTAINED FROM THE FIRST ANNUAL PROGRAM OF SCIENTIFIC 
AND TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION BETWEEN OUR COUNTRIES, 
UNDER THE AUSPICES OF SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENT NO. 3, 

THE SPANISH SECTION HAS MADE CLOSE AND CAREFUL ANALYSIS 
OF THE OPPORTUNITIES MADE AVAILABLE BY THE ABOVE 
MENTIONED PROGRAM, AND OF THE PROSPECTS FOR THE SECOND 
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YEAR, KEEPING IN MIND THE LESSONS THAT CAN BE DERIVED 
FROM OUR EXPERIENCE UP TO THE PRESENT AS WELL AS THE 
HOPES FOR AND INTERESTS IN SCIENTIFIC PROGRESS WITHIN 
THE FRAMEWORK OF THE AGREEMENT. (PARA.) FOR THESE 
REASONS, THE SPANISH SECTION HAS CONSIDERED OF PRIMARY 
IMPORTANCE FOR SPANISH SCIENTIFIC PROGRESS: THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A BROADER PROGRAM OF POSTDOCTORAL GRANTS 
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THAN THE ONE ESTABLISHED LAST YEAR. IT HAS BEEN CALLED 
TO OUR ATTENTION THAT NOT ONLY WITHIN THE SPANISH SECTION 
BUT IN VARIOUS SCIENTIFIC CIRCLES THERE IS CONCERN THAT 
SUFFICIENT ATTENTION BE GIVEN TO THIS NEED. AS A RESULT, 

THE TEXT OF THE ENCLOSED GRANT ANNOUNCEMENT HAS BEEN 
PREPARED, AND I SINCERELY HOPE THAT THE US SECTION WILL 
NOT FIND OBJECTIONS TO IT. (PARA.) I ESTIMATE THAT THE 
AMOUNT TO BE ALLOCATED FOR THIS GRANT PROGRAM SHOULD BE 
APPROXIMATELY ONE HALF MILLION DOLLARS. THIS AMOUNT 
WOULD ALLOW FOR THE AWARDING OF ABOUT FORTY GRANTS (FOR 
SPANIARDS AS WELL AS AMERICANS), A FIGURE WHICH ONE MUST 
ADMIT, IS NOT OVERLY LARGE. (PARA.) IN ORDER TO TRY TO 
MAINTAIN WITHIN REASONABLE LIMITS THE FUNDS ALLOCATED 
FOR THE COOPERATIVE PROGRAMS, I SUBMIT FOR YOUR 
CONSIDERATION A POSSIBLE DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS 
CORRESPONDING TO THE SECOND TRANCHE WHICH WOULD MAKE 
POSSIBLE EFFECTIVE ACTION IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
SECOND YEAR PROGRAM: 

INSTITUTIONAL GRANTS: $230,000 
DIRECT RESEARCH GRANTS: $276,000 
POSTDOCTORAL AND TRAVEL GRANTS: $460,000 
COOPERATIVE RESEARCH PROGRAMS: $3,519,000 
ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES: $115,000 (PARA.) 

I AM MOST ANXIOUS, PRINCIPALLY, TO RECEIVE YOUR EARLIEST 
POSSIBLE APPROVAL OF THE AMOUNT FOR THE POSTDOCTORAL AND 
TRAVEL GRANTS PROGRAMS SO THAT THE CORRESPONDING GRANT 
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ANNOUNCEMENT CAN BE PUBLISHED AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, WITH 
THE CORRESPONDING SELECTION PROCESS AND RECOMMENDATION 
COMPLETED IN TIME FOR REVIEW AND EVENTUAL APPROVAL AT 
THE NEXT MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE, TO BE HELD WITHIN 
APPROXIMATELY TWO MONTHS. THERE IS VERY LITTLE TIME FOR 
THE PROCESS OF THE PRESENTATION OF APPLICATIONS AND 
THEIR SELECTION. (PARA.) SINCERELY YOURS, MANUEL BARROSO" 
TRANSLATION OF ANNOUNCEMENT TEXT ENCLOSED IN ABOVE LETTER 
FOLLOWS: 

"RESOLUTION OF THE SPANISH SECTION OF THE US-SPANISH JOINT 
COMMITTEE FOR SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION 
ANNOUNCING POSTDOCTORAL RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS IN THE USA 
OR SPAIN AND GRANTS FOR SHORT STAYS IN THE US OR SPAIN 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF LEARNING SPECIAL TECHNIQUES. 

THE PRESENT CALL FOR APPLICATIONS WILL OPERATE UNDER THE 
FOLLOWING NORMS: 

FIRST: 

SCOPE AND NATURE (FORM): 
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A) POSTDOCTORAL RESEARCH GRANTS. FOR RESEARCH SCIENTISTS. 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF CARRYING OUT RESEARCH IN THE US OR 
SPAIN, FOR A PERIOD OF FROM SIX TO TWELVE MONTHS. 

B) GRANTS FOR SHORT STAYS IN THE US OR SPAIN FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF LEARNING SPECIAL TECHNIQUES, FOR A PERIOD OF

SECOND: 

REQUIREMENTS: 

APPLICANTS MUST MEET THE FOLLOWING REQUIREMENTS: 

A) HAVE SPANISH OR US CITIZENSHIP FOR AWARDS FOR WORK IN 
THE US OR SPAIN RESPECTIVELY, 

B ) HAVE A DOCTORATE DEGREE. THIS REQUIREMENT MAY BE 
DISPENSED WITH AFTER TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE NATURE OF

SUCH AN EXCEPTION. AN EXCEPTION OF THIS KIND MAY ALSO BE

C) ORAL AND WRITTEN KNOWLEDGE OF ENGLISH OR SPANISH. AS 
APPROPRIATE, 

D) THE EXISTENCE OF PREVIOUS CONTACTS INDICATING THE 
ACCEPTANCE OF THE APPLICANT IN THE UNIVERSITY OR RESEARCH 
CENTER IN WHICH THE RESEARCH IS TO BE DONE, 

E) NOT BE THE BENEFICIARY OF ANY OTHER SIMILAR GRANT, 

F) IN THE CASE OF US APPLICANTS, THE REQUIRED 
DOCUMENTATION MUST BE PRESENTED BY THE SPANISH

REGULAR DOMICILE OF THE GRANTEE AND HIS FINAL 
DESTINATION IN THE OTHER COUNTRY BY THE MOST DIRECT 
ROUTE, 

B) MONTHLY STIPEND OF $1,000 OR ITS EQUIVALENT IN PESETAS 

C) HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE IN THE COUNTRY OF 
DESTINATION DURING THE GRANTEE'S STAY THERE WHILE ON THE 
FELLOWSHIP OR GRANT. 

OUTBOUND TRAVEL WILL NOT BE PAID FOR THOSE WHO AT THE

DURING A PERIOD NOT TO EXCEED 30 WORKING DAYS FOLLOWING 
THE PUBLICATION OF THIS ANNOUNCEMENT IN THE OFFICIAL 
STATE BULLETIN. 

APPLICATION FORMS WILL BE MADE AVAILABLE TO INTERESTED 
PERSONS AT THE ABOVE MENTIONED SECRETARIAT.

RESIGNATION: 

IF A GRANTEE RESIGNS HIS FELLOWSHIP OR GRANT, THE 
RESIGNATION MUST BE SENT IMMEDIATELY IN WRITING TO THE 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARIAT. THE JOINT COMMITTEE WILL 
EVALUATE THE JUSTIFICATION FOR THE RESIGNATION, AND MAY 
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DETERMINE THAT THE GRANTEE SHALL RETURN THE BENEFITS 
RECEIVED INCLUDING THE COST OF AIR TRAVEL WHENEVER THE

TENTH: 

THE PRESENT ANNOUNCEMENT CANCELS THOSE PUBLISHED IN THE 
OFFICIAL STATE BULLETIN CONCERNING GRANTS FOR 
POSTDOCTORAL RESEARCH IN THE US (NO. 85 OF 9 APRIL 1977) 

AND TRAVEL GRANTS (NO. 60 OF 1 1 MARCH 1977) UNDER 
SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENT NO. 3 OF THE TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP 
AND COOPERATION BETWEEN SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA OF 24 JANUARY 1976. 

3. EMBASSY NOTES THAT BARROSO'S LETTER MENTIONED 
"APPROXIMATELY A HALF MILLION DOLLARS" IN ONE PLACE AND 
"460 THOUSAND DOLLARS" IN ANOTHER. SECRETARY BENAVIDES 
HAS EXPLAINED THAT THE FIRST FIGURE REFERS TO THE SUM 

OF THE UNEXPENDED BALANCE OF FIRST YEAR ALLOCATED TO 
POSTDOCTORALS PLUS 10 PERCENT OF SECOND YEAR FUNDS. 

4. BENAVIDES FURTHER INFORMED EMBOFF THAT THE TEXT OF 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT HAS GONE TO THE OFFICIAL STATE BULLETIN 
BUT IS MARKED "HOLD", PENDING THE US RESPONSE. HE 
EXPRESSED THE HOPE OF THE SPANISH SIDE OF THE JOINT 
COMMITTEE THAT A FAVORABLE RESPONSE WOULD BE FORTHCOMING

DELAYS WOULD NOT ALLOW SUFFICIENT TIME FOR THE GRANTEES

BY THE START OF THE NEXT ACADEMIC YEAR. 

5. EMBASSY CAN CONFIRM FROM ITS OWN CONTACTS WITH THE 
SPANISH SCIENTIFIC COMMUNITY THAT THE PRESSURES ON 
BARROSO TO ACT NOW TO INITIATE A SECOND, LARGER ROUND 

OF POSTDOCTORAL FELLOWSHIPS AND TRAVEL GRANTS HAVE BUILT 
UP TO THE POINT THAT HE HAD TO YIELD, DESPITE HIS 
ORIGINAL WILLINGNESS TO GO ALONG WITH THE US 
RECOMMENDATION THAT THESE CATEGORIES BE DROPPED IN THE 
SECOND ANNUAL PROGRAM AND TO ELIMINATE PUBLIC 
ANNOUNCEMENTS (CONVOCATORIAS), AS REPORTED IN MADRID 939 
PARA 3 SUBPARAS. C AND F. 

6. DEPARTMENT MAY WISH TO CONSIDER ALTERNATIVE WAYS OF 
HANDLING THE FELLOWSHIP AND TRAVEL GRANT PROGRAM, SUCH 
AS PASSING THE RESPONSIBILITY AND THE FUNDS TO THE 
EDUCATIONAL AND CULTURAL AFFAIRS JOINT COMMITTEE AS 
PROPOSED EARLIER. EMBASSY HAS BEEN INFORMED. HOWEVER, 
THAT THE SPANISH SIDE OF THE S & T JOINT COMMITTEE AND 
MOST DEFINITELY BARROSO INSIST ON RETAINING FULL CONTROL. 
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7. EMBASSY WOULD APPRECIATE THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE 
RESPONSE FROM THE DEPARTMENT. STABLER
